WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

Cumberland, .Md., March 9th, 1881.

1-11; Hymn 552 was sung, and prayer offered by the President, 
after which Conference was declared open for the transaction of 
business.

Beloved Brethren : As it is my duty at the close of the Conference year 
to report to you the result of my official labors, and the general condition of the 
District; allow me first of all to express, though feebly, my sincere thanks to 
God, our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour, for the abundant 
grace and mercy which have been extended to us during the year. 

God has graciously sustained me in the midst of my deepest affliction and 
permitted me to fill all my engagements, except those which occurred at the 
time of the death of the loving companion of my life, of whom I dare not 
trust myself to speak in this presence. 

We should render to God our sincere gratitude that not a laborer has been 
called away from his charge by death, nor another name added to our dead roll. 

The District is in a prosperous condition, its present greatest need as I appre- 
hend it, is more consecrated talent in the secular pursuits of life — men who 
will live and work for Christ not only in the church but on their farms, in their

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stores or workshops, realizing that their secular pursuits are as wholly conse- 
crated to God as they rightly claim the talents and energies of the ministry 
should be consecrated to God and the service of the Church. Who maketh us 
to differ? Mutual rights iijvolve mutual responsibilities. I do not say we 
have not some who thus feel and act ; but they form the exception, while the 
majority fail to “ honor the Lord with their substance and the first fruits of 
their increase.” May God grant unto us that holy unction by which we may 
become a consecrated Church, both in the ministry and laity. 

WITHDRAWN. 

At the close of our last Conference, Frederick Swentzell, M. D., asked for 
his letter of dismissal, stating that he was going to unite with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. I complied with his request. The sequel you all know. 
God called him home before he entered upon ministerial labors in another 
communion. Thus his record was completed in the annals of our Church, 
where his efficient labors were expended. 

In April I sent to A. C. Berryman, by his request, a similar letter, who 
has since joined another communion. 

In October I gave a letter to Charles O. Melvin, who desired to withdraw 
from the Conference. 

T. A. King has also withdrawn by letter, March 5th. 

RECEPTIONS. 

Shortly after the rise of Conference, about the first of April, I was waited 
©n by a committee from Mt, Lebanon Independent Methodist Church. Their 
object was to make inquiry in reference to an organic union with this Conference. 
Owing to the location of this property, and the circumstances environing East 
Baltimore Station, I recommended a union of the two societies and the occu- 
pancy of Mt. Lebanon Church. After several meetings of both societies the 
union was effected. The property on Aisquith street was sold, and the pro- 
ceeds applied to liquidate the debts on Mt. Lebanon. This church is eligibly 
located; a very elegant brick structure, costing $15,000 in its erection. A 
bright future is before it, if the field is well cultivated, and the united church, 
encouraged by such favorable auspices, put forth their efforts to extend their 
work. 

In April at a meeting of the preachers, held in the office of The Methodist 
Protestant, Bro. W. J. Floyd suggested the propriety of securing a mission 
at Locust Point, Baltimore. 'By an agreement Bros. K. S. Norris and W. J. 
Floyd agreed to meet the President of the Conference on the ground and 
determine upon some feasible plan to effect the object. • Sickness prevented 
Bro. Norris from attending, but Bro. Floyd and myself visited the place and 
waited upon Bro. Clark, a former member of Washington-street Station, 
who was in charge of a Sunday school held in a building belonging to the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad Company. Bro. Clark readily complied with my 
request to place his school under the charge of Washington-street Station, and 
to form a class of such members as were of good standing, and. thus form a 
mission under the charge of said station, Bro. Floyd, as pastor, to take the 
oversight thereof. The next step was to secure a more eligible location and a 
better house for worship. The pastor immediately set about this work and 
purchased a brick chapel near Fort avenue for $600, being little, if any, over 
one-half its value. This money has been raised, and the property deeded to 
the Missionary society of this Conference. This mission now comes before 
you for recognition, and for the appointment of a missionary with some mis- 
sionary aid. I recommend it to your most favorable consideration. 

In October the Independent English Lutheran Church, occupying the build- 
ing corner Broadway and Monument streets, purchased from us a few years 
ago, made application to me for recognition as a Methodist Protestant Church, 
under the control of this Conference. The application was signed by seventy- 
six members. No conditions were named in the application, but an under- 
standing existed between some of the ministers of our Church in Baltimore 
and elsewhere and cordially endorsed by the President, that a floating debt 
of $1,500, which had been accumulated during the administration of their 
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former pastor, should be paid by us. A few brethren assumed the responsi- 
bility ot the debt, and by a circular addressed to all the churches obtained, over 
$500; the other thousand was obtained by loan from bank on our individual 
note. This sum we trust the Confeience will provide for and relieve those wha 
in the hour of need assumed the responsibility and' filled the breach by placinc^ 
themselves under legal bonds to secure the church. Broadway is now in good 
working condition, and promises to become one of our most efficient stations. 
The pn>perty is deeded to the Missionary Society of the Conference, and at a 
low estimate is worth |20,000, on which there is a mortgage debt of $10,000. 
The whole is in fee. Bro. S J. Smith was placed in charge of this station 
m November, having been legally released by the Quarterly Conference of 
Howard Circuit. ' 

In December, by the request of Dr. L. W. Bates, 1 visited Amelia county,. 
Virginia, and preached to a society which Bro. Bates had organised. They 
had seceded from the Methodist Episcopal Church South, on governmental 
principles. W^e have no church nearer than Surry, and they require to be 
made a separate charge. They are now at work building a house of worship 
and desire to be received into this Conference, as the President of the Vir- 
ginia Conference assures me he cannot provide for them and desires us to take 
thena in charge. It is one of the most promising missionary fields I know ; the 
whole community being awakened on the subject and much interest elicited in 
favor of our polity. The men at the head of it are the leading men of the 
community. 1 recommend them to your favorable consideration, and to mis- 
sionary aid if furnished with ministerial supply. 

On the last day of February I received a communication from the President 
of the Board of Trustees of St. Luke’s Methodist Church, in Philadelphia, 
making inquiry in reference to our Church, and the advantages to be derived 
from an organic union with our Conference. I replied to the letter respect- 
lully, and proflered to visit them it desirable, and preach for them on the last 
Babbath of the month. I received immediately by course of mail a pressing 
invitation to come. A good congregation greeted me. On the following 
mght, at a regular meeting called for the purpose, every voting member of 
the^ church being^ present but one, they decided unanimously to make appli- 
ration to be admitted into the Maryland Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. Their property consists of a new stone structure, one 
front, 80 feet deep, well finished and furnished; costing 
$6,000, on which they owe $1,000. They number 150 members. In the Sun- 
day school they have 250 scholars. I addressed the school on a dull cloudy 
day, when they apologized for the want of a full attendance, and I heard the Sec- 
retary announce to the school, as is their custom, that the number in attendance 
was 160. I reprd this a valuable acquisition, and gives us the promise of 
parting in Philadelpuia on a sound basis. The location is at the junction of 
Broad street and Germantown avenue. * 

In adclilion to these, Stewartstown Circuit received a church and congre- 
gation from the United Brethren. The church property, which is valued at 
$1,000, was purchased by the circuit for the amount of its indebtedness The 
number of members not reported. 

CHANGES AND APPOINTMENTS. 

I appointed J . E. Nicholson to Milford Mission, having received a recom- 
mendation from the Quarterly Conference of Seaford Circuit. His labors have 
^en very successful. One church, valued at $1,200, has, been completed at 
Greenwood and paid for, and another is in contemplation at Harrington. 

In July I released W. H. Stone from Middlebrook Mission, he finding no en- 
couragement for the continuance of his labors, and no support from the field. 

^ In August David Wilson, M. D., applied for release from Ninth-Street Sta- 
tion, he having accepted an appointment as post chaplain in the United States 
Army. His release was granted from September 1. An arrangement was made 
wtisfactory to all parties, by which W. H. Stone was sent to North Carolina 
Avenue Mission, and P. T. Hall sent to fill the vacancy at Ninth- Street, Wash- 
mgton, D. C. j y 

Williamsport Circuit . — This charge was left without ministerial supply last 
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spring. Our interests here are very small. The church at Williamsport is held 
by the heirs of Peter Light. The executors of Charles Embrey’s estate have 
brought a claim against <he property amounting in all to more than $700. 
This the executors of Peter Light’s estate dispute. We hold no interest in 
the property. The church at Clear Spring, ordered to be sold, v/ould only 
bring |800. Hon. S. K. Syester, our attorney, wrote me that he had an offer 
of $300 on six and twelve months, or $250 cash. I wrote him to sell at $300 
on tiuie, and not to appropriate any money to the claim on Williamsport 
Church. I saw the executor of the estate of Peter Light, Bro. Robert Lemon, 
and offered to secure for them a missionary with aid toward his support, if he 
would make a deed of the church at Williamsport to the Missionary Society of 
this- Conference. He expressed his willingness, provided the heirs did not 
object. I have received no information since as to what has been done. 

Norfolk. — This church was also left unsupplied. E. R. McGregor, who was 
sent to Surry, finding no place where he could locate his family comfortably 
on Surry, concluded to retain his residence in Norfolk, and in addition to 
serving Surry, give some oversight to the church at Norfolk, with the pros- 
pect of securing from them sufiicient aid to compensate him in the matter 
of house rent. 

But all these hopes were blighted. Dr. Barr, who held the claim of the 
Virginia Aid Society, grew impatient and foreclosed the mortgage and sold the 
church. I recommend, in view of all the circumstances, that $200 of the ap- 
propriation to Norfolk Church be paid to E. R. McGregor, and the balance 
of said appropriation be used in the liquidation ot other claims upon the society. 

I respectfully recommend the appointment of a committee to prepare an ad- 
dress to the Church, stating the need of greater devotion to denominational 
interests, and that the same be published in The Methodist Photestant. 

I have appended to the above the following statistical report :

FEIDAY MOENING SESSION. 

Cumberland, Md., March 11th, 1881. 

Eeligious exercises by Eev. A. D. Dick. Minutes read and ap> 
proved. ^ 

The Comuiittee on Boundaries made a report, which waa 
amended and finally adopted in the following form : 

We respectfully recommend: « 

1. That Belair and Deer Creek Circuits be united, and be distinguished by 
the name of Belair Circuit, provided the President can supply it with one mar- 
ried and one single preacher. 

2. That Milford Mission be changed to Harrington Mission. 

The Committee on Foreign Missions made a report, which was 
amended and adopted, as follows : 

That among the various indications of the presence and favor of God for 
which the Methodist Protestant Church should be profoundly thankful, no 
one is more encouraging than the increased interest manifested by our min- 
isters and people in the evangelization of the heathen. 

The General Conference having determined to prosecute the work with 
greater vigor, and devised new plans with reference thereto, it becomes the 
duty of every Annual Conference to render prompt and hearty assistance. 
The Maryland Conference would be unworthy of the esteem of its sister Con- 
ferences if it should fail to take a leading part in the great work. The 
committee therefore call the attention of the Conference to a few of the require- 
ments made by recent legislation ; and venture, in connection therewith, to 
submit a few suggestions for the consideration of their brethren. 

1. It is made the duty of each Annual Conference “to apportion to the 
several stations, circuits and missions ’ ’ the amounts required to meet the as- 
sessments of the Board of Foreign Missions. The amount apportioned to the 
Maryland Conference for the present year is twelve hundred dollars. It is 
recommended by the committee that an assessment equal to sixty per cent, of 
the whole amount required for the support of the President be laid upon the 
several charges of the District. 

2. Each Sabbath school is recognized as a juvenile missionary society, and 
it is required (see Discipline, page 88) that a collection be taken up quarterly 
or oftefier in each of our schools, the proceeds to be forwarded to the Board of 
Missions. 

The committee recommend that every pastor be required to see that this 
be duly observed; and that it be the duty ot the President in making his 
official visits to inquire strictly whether the pastor has exhibited due diligence 
in executing the law of the Church. 

3. It is the duty of each pastor to preach at least one sermoif annually on 
the subject of missions, at each appointment of his charge, and secure and 
dispose of contributions as directed by Discipline, page 88. 

It is recommended that the President be directed to make strict inquiry 
respecting performance of this duty also. 

The committee suggest that whenever it is expedient missionary meetings 
shall be held in the respective charges. In addition to these, that a missionary 
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meeting be held on the second night of each Annual Conference, and that 
speakers be appointed by the President, who shall receiye notice of their ap- 
pointment at least three mouths before the meeting of Conference. Also, 
that a missionary meeting be held on Sabbath afternoon next, in the Centre- 
" street Methodist Episcopal Church of this city, if it can be obtained for the 
. purpose, and that Rev. L. W. Bates, D. D., Rev. John D. Kinzer and Rev. 
J. J. Murray, D. D., be appointed to address said meeting. The President, 
or some person designated by him, shall preside. 

4. The General Conference having recognized the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Soeiety of the Methodist Protestant Church, the committee recommend 
the adoption of the following : 

That Miss Jane Roberts, Mrs. O’Brien, Mrs. German, Miss S. E. Johnson, 
Mrs. A. E. Carter, Mrs. E. Cobb, Mrs. H. F. Zollickoffer, Mrs. Horace Bur- 
rough, Miss Mary Frame, Mrs. J. T. Murray, Mrs. E. Graff, Mrs. Amelia 
Jones, Miss E. Turpin, Mrs. E. Tyler, Mrs. C. A. Benjamin and Miss L. Fair- 
bank, or as many of them as can conveniently meet at an early day, be re- 
quested to organize the Maryland Conference branch of the Woman’s Foreign 
. Missionary Society of the Methodist Protestant Church, under the constitution 
of the same, and to correspond with the women of the Church throughout the 
District with reference to the organization of auxiliaries, and that it be the duty 
of pastors to render them all necessary assistance in the performance of their 
work. 

5. The committee recommend that the Conference give its hearty sanction 
to the project of building or purchasing a missionary home in Japan. The 
plan proposed by the ladies does not in our opinion conflict with the law of the 
Church, which simply requires that certain collections be taken up in our 
schools, but was not intended to restrict the benevolence of the Church. And 
if any school, in addition to taking up the prescribed collections, shall also 
make contributions of missionary “bricks,” it is to be commended for so do- 
ing ; and we trust there wilt be a general and generous response to the appeal 
of the ladies. 

6. It is evident that information respecting the operations of our Boards 
and missionary will help to keep alive and increase the interest of our people in 
the great work. This information should be given at frequent intervals and 
through the columns of our oflBcial papers. The' Methodist Protestant 
and Methodist Recorder. The columns of these papers should be open at 
all times to official communications, and the Conference should insist that 
officers of the Church employ them in making their communications to our 
people. We respectfully call the attention of the Boards and their Secretaries 
to the subject. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The following was adopted, supplementary to the above : 

Resol'Ded, That we earnestly recommend the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to co-operate and act in harmony with the Board of Missions in all 
their projects for acquiring property and sending missionaries to foreign lands. 



FKIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Rev. J. M. Brown opened Conference with religious exercises. 

The report of the Committee on President’s Report was adop- 
ted, as follows ; 

Your committee, in a careful reading of the President’s Report, find the 
following items meriting the special attention of the Conference. 

The statistics as arranged by the President show a very encouraging in- 
crease in membership, and large acquisition of church property in the District^ 
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which call for devout thankfulness to God for His blessing upon the work 
of the past year. 

The Committee congratulate the Conference and the Church upon the evi- 
dences of the growing favor with which the public mind regards the dis- 
tinctive features of our Church, as seen in the reception duriog the year of 
five organized churches, viz: Mt. Lebanon and Broadway, Baltimore; St. 
Luke’s, Philadelphia ; the church in Amelia county, Virginia, and one on 
Stewarlstown Circuit. And the Committee would recommend the following 
Conference action : 

1. That the item in reference to Broadway be referred to the Special 
Committee on the memorial in reference to that church, and that Broad- 
way Station be added to the list of appointments of this Conference. 

2. That part of the report referring to the work in Amelia county, Vir- 
ginia, be referred to the Committee on Boundaries, and also the Committee 
on Missions. 

3. That St. Luke’s, Philadelphia, be added to the list of appointments to 
be supplied by this Conference ; and that Hull Street, Baltimore, be likewise 
added and referred to the Committee on Missions. 

4. That we endorse the President’s management of the church property 
on Williamsport Circuit, and that he be requested to continue his efforts to 
secure to the Church the church property in Williamsport. 

5. That a Committee of three be appointed to prepare and publish in The 
Methodist Protestant an address to the churches of the District urging fuller 
oonsecration to Christ and a greater devotion to denominational interests. 

6. Your Committee regret to find a deficiency of over $200 in the Presi- 
dent’s salary, and feel that this fact should not be passed over in silence. 
They recommend : 

1. That the Conference does hereby reaflirm the assessment of last year, 
and the obligation upon these delinquent charges to pay the entire assess- 
ment. 

2. That pastors be requested and urged to secure the President’s salary 
before the date of his appointment on the charge, that there may not be 
the risk of an inclement Sabbath, and consequent failure to meet their 
financial obligation to the President. 

All which is respectfully submitted. n

FRIDAY EVENING SESSION. 

Religious exercises by Rev. J. W. Trout. 

The Special Committee on the Roll of Conference made a report^ 
which they afterwards withdrew, and an agreement was reached 
to the effect that the Secretary enter all names of ministers on the 
roll in the order in which they were admitted into the itinerancy^ 
and that this date and the date of ordination be given in the 
minutes. 

. The Committe on Literature submitted their report, w'hich was 
amended and adopted as follows : 

The Committee on Literature beg leave respectfully to report that they have 
carefully and earnestly considered the matters brought to their attention by the 
communication of the Rev. Dr. E. J. Drinkhouse, editor aud publisher of the 
official Church paper, The Methodist Protestant, referred to them by the 
Conference, and find them to be of very great importance to the interests of the 
Church at large, aud to demand special action on the part of the Maryland 
Conference. 

The late General Conference of the Church recognized The Methodist Pro- 
testant and The Methodist Recorder as the official organs of the Church, 
and ordained that both our Book Concerns at Baltimore and Pittsburgh shall be 
under the proprietorship aud direction of the general Church represented by the 
Board of Publication composed of the directories of the respective Book Con- 
cerns. Each Concern, however, manages its own affairs under the arrange- 
ments agreed upon in the Board, and while the Church at large has an interest 
in the prosperity of both Concerns, it is expected that the more particular sup- 
port of each will depend upon the Conferences within whose territory the= 
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jespective periodicals have their principal circulation. It is for this reason 
that the Maryland Conference is looked to as the one most nearly concerned in 
the support of The Methodist Protestant and the Book Concern at Balti- 
inore. this being the largest of the Conferences within the limits of the principal 
circulation of this periodical, and containing a membership sufficient to afford a 
nun)ber of subscribers, which, in connection with those in other Conferences 
M concerned, would lully sustain the paper. 

Your committee are gratified to learn from the editor’s report that The Meth- 
odist Protestant has a circulation of about 3,600, and that of this number a large 
proportion is from the patronizing Conferences outside of Maryland. But 
while this is in itself gratifying, and would indeed be entirely satisfactory if the 
number of subscribers were sufficient to sustain the paper, it is painful to learn 
that such is not the case, and especially that, in the language of the editor 

nearly the whole responsibility of the cramped and anxious condition of the 
Concern is due to the meagre circulation of The Methodist Protestant in the 
Maryland District ’’—only about one subscriber to every thirteen! members. 
By this your committee understand that if the number of subscribers in the 
Maryland District were increased so as to make it proportionably equal to that 
of the other patronizing Conferences, the whole trouble would be removed. 

In compliance with the request of the editor, your committee would respect- 
fully reconkmend that tlie Conference at once inaugurate some plan for increas- 
ing the circulation of The Methodist Protestant to at least 1,000 more than 
it has at present. We recommend that the Book Concern bear the expense of 
printing and sending to the ministers of the Conference as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment of Conference, a sufficient number of copies of the circu- 
lar accompanying tl)is report to*supply every memlier and friend of the Meth- 
odist Protestant Church within the bounds of their respective charges. We 
earnestly recommend that the ministers and lay delegates of ihe Conference by 
vote pledge themselves heartily to co operate in the plan proposed in the circu- 
lar, aud endeavor to make it successful. . We recommend that the Book Direc- 
tory at Ballimore reduce the price of the paper to $2 per annum instead of 
$2 20 in lieu of the oiler of premiuuis as now. Your committee are of opinion 
that the required increase of subscribers ought to be, aud w ith a determined 
effort on the part of all the members of this Conlerence can and will be obtained 
within three months of this time. 

The attention of your committee has been called to the Sunday-school papers 
published by our Church, aud we are glad to learn that their circulation is be- 
coming general among our people. It ought to be universal. No other Sunday- 
school papers are equal to these for Methodist Protestants, aud a proper feeling 
of interest in our own department of the great work of the common Church of 
the Redeemer, should inspire us to support these periodicals with the utmost 
liberality. While we do and should rejoice that other branches of the Church 
have as good Sunday-school literature as ours, we should not neglect our own 
for it, any more than we would expect them to take ours instead of their own. • 

Your committee v/ould most earnestly and candidly state it as their convic- 
tion that the first duty of every member and friend of the Church as regards 
its literature, is to subscribe and pay for the official Church paper. It is w'orth 
more to the family than thousands of gold and silver ; it bears to its readers the 
gospel in print, as the pulpit gives the gospel in utterance ; it brings the pastor 
to the fireside oftener than he could be there in person, and it keeps up intelli- 
gent interest in the general and in every special work of the Church. 

Finally, your committee recommend that the pastors of the several charges 
call frequent attention to the importance of the circulation of the Church 
paper, and encourage the members of the Church to get tbeir friends to sub- 
ciibe for it, if only for a few months. We believe it would thus win its own 
way very soon to a wider circulation.

More schools are reported in the bounds of our work than at any pre- 
viods period in our history, and these are better provided for in the essentials 
of a true gospel success. Still, your committee deem it necessary to call atten- 
tion to some facts exciting their regret. 

1st. The want of care in the selection of libraries, resulting in some instances 
in the introduction of books ef pernicious character. 

2d. The custom, especially in rural districts, of abandoning schools in the 
winter season, we mention as the means by which the Sabbath-school work is 
crippled and retarded, and as an evil which the pastors and the laity should 
seek to arrrest. 

3d. W e can but regard the too common practice of relieving the children of 
our schools from attendance upon the public services of the sanctuary as one 
fraught with great mischief, and as a custom which we should labor to correct. 

4th. We are forced to observe with deep regret that the Sabbath school is, in 
too many instances, regarded as a substitute for the tamily government, disci- 
pline and oversight which God and nature have taught us sliould be exercised 
by the parents themselves. This impression we sfiould earnestly seek to remove. 

5th. Believing that much of the work clone at the former sessions of this 
Conference has failed of accomplishing the results desired from lack of a full 
co-operation on the part of the Church, w^e deem it a matter of wisdom to ad- 
vise that it be made obligatory upon the pastors of the various charges to pre- 
sent to their churches and Sabbath schools the results of this Conference 
ctions, and in every prudent way to urge them to be governed thereby. 
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We further submit the following : 

Resolved, ls<. That the pastors of the Church should labor to establish Sab- 
bath schools in every quarter of our work where it is possible; give attention 
to the books intr«>duced ; see that the teachers are persons of good moral habits, 
and from their pulpits inculcate the duty of home government and the necessity 
for earnest co-operation of the parents in the Sabbath-school work. 

2d. That God in His providence has graciously supplied us with most valua- 
ble appliances in the furm of Sabbath-school literature, published both in Pitts- 
burgh and Baltimore, which the various schools should seek to secure as im- 
portant aids in the Sabbath-school work. The Bible School Series, while 
valuable for juvenile reading, are most indispensable as aids in Bible study. ^ 

3d. That we recommend the holding of a Sunday-School Institute sometime 
during the Jackson Grove camp-meeting next summer, if the camp-meeting 
authorities will allow, and the appointment of Rev. T. H. Lewis as its dii'ector, 
with f^ull powers to act. 

The follovying resolution was then adopted : 

Resolved^ That the Executive Committee and College Agent are hereby re- 
quested to collect if possible all unpaid pledges by the first of May next. 

2. That the Conference now pledges the College contributions to be taken 
next year under Genernal Conference order to the payment of the debt, if 
needed, and urge the pastors to exert themselves in this behalf.

ResoVikd, That the thanks of this Conference are due, and are hereby ten- 
cered, to the difi'erent railroads and steamboats that have complimented the 
members, by passing them over their diflerent routes at reduced rates. 

Resolved. That the thanks of this Conference are due to Rev. A. J. Walter 
for the faithful performance of his services as postmaster. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Conference be tendered to the secretaries for 
the faithful performance of their duties.

RESOLUTIONS. 



Reived, That the resolution found on page 25 of the Minutes of 1876 : 
^‘Th»t the Conference Steward be the Committee on Publication of the Min- 
utes,” be rescinded. 

^ Resolved^ That the Secretary of the Conference be the Committee on Publica- 
tion of the Minutes. 

Resolted, That the Steward of the Superannuated Fund be requested to make 
a semi-annual distribution of the funds coming from the Superannuated Fund 
Society, provided the Treasurer of said Society can make a payment in the 
interim of Conference. 

Resolved^ That the Steward of the Superannuated Fund Society hold his 
oflSce from the time of his election until his successor be elected, and that he be 
authorized to receive and distribute the collection lifted for this fund at any 
time during the year. ^ 

♦ 

Received, That we earnestly recommend the ’Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society to co-operate and act in harmony with the Board of Missions in all 
their projects for acquiring property and sending missionaries to foreign lands. 

Resolved, That the sum of $238.69 remaining from the appropriation to the 
Virginia Aid Society, and the sum of $15.18 remaining from the sale of the 
Norfolk Church, be passed to the credit of the missionary claimants of the Con- 
ference year beginning March 9, 1881. 

Resolved, That the action of Chincoteague Mission in selling the parsonage 
and applying a portion of the proceeds to the payment of salary, is a violation ^ 
•of a rule of this Conference, and it hereby records its decided disapprobation. 

Resolved, That we heartily appreciate the laudable efforts of Prof. Stephens, 
editor and proprietor of the Methodist Protestant Magazine, and of Rev. 

C. H. Williams, Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Missions, and editor 
and proprietor of The Missionary, to supply our denomination with the 
special literature they represent at their own risk and charges, and that we will 
encourage these eaiterprises as far as possible. 

Resolved, That being informed that Rev. David Wilson, M. D., has ready for 
the press a general Church history, w^e express our gratification at the comple- 
tion of the work, and hope to learn of its speedy publication. 

r Resolved, hereafter the Bible collections of the churches of the District 
of Columbia shall be handed over to the District of Columbia Bible Society, 
and their receipt taken for the same ; and that they shall have credit for said 
collection in the minutes of this Conference on presentation of said receipt. 

Resolved, That Dr. Ward, Dr. J. W. Bering and Dr. J. L. Mills be, and hereby 
are constituted a committee, to devise some measure by which to secure at 
the earliest possible date suflicient funds to supply the deficiency in subscription 
to pay the College debt. 



Resolved, That Dr. J. T. Murray, Rev. P. L. Wilson and Dr, Chas. Billingslea 
be a committee to mature some plan by which systematic theology may be 
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taught the graduates of Western Maryland College who are preparing for the 
Christian ministry, and report the same to the next session of this Conference. 



Whereas, We have two colored churches in the State of South Carolina, 
whose only intercourse with the Conference has heretofore been the visits of 
their respective pastors ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the President of this Conference be, and hereby is requested, 
to visit those xjhurches during the year, and appropriate the contributions of 
said churches to defray his traveling expenses. 



Resolved. That the the thanks of this Conference are hereby tendered to the 
citizens of Cumberland and vicinity who have kindly entertained us during 
this session. 



Resolved. That the deficiency on Broadway debt be referred to the President 
of the Conference and the Standing District Committee, to devise means for the 
collection of the amount as soon as possible. 



Resolved. That the Executive Committee and College Agent are hereby re- 
quested to collect if possible all unpaid pledges by the first of May next. 

2. That the Conference now pledges the College contributions to be taken 
next year under General Conference order to the payment of the debt, if 
needed, and urge the pastors to exert themselves in this behalf. 



Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference are due, and are hereby ten- 
dered, to the diflerent railroads and steamboats that have complimented the 
members, by passing them over their different routes at reduced rates. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Conference are due to Rev. A. J. Walter 
for the faithful performance of his services as postmaster. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the Conference be tendered to the secretaries for 
the faithful performance of their duties. ^ 



Resolved, That the Committee on Publication of Minutes be requested to 
print, in tabular form, in the Minutes, the amount expected from each charge, 
for Home and Foreign Missions, Ministerial Education and Colleges, at the rate 
of an average of ten cents for each member. 



Resolved, That the Conference takes great pleasure in extending its most 
hearty congratulations to Rev. T. H. Lewis, Editor of The (Jonference Record, 
on the daily he has published. 
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
